New England Mill 
Owners Denounced 


BOSTON—(/)—Top officers of 
the CIO Textile Union last night 
blamed what it termed the “ruth- 
lessness” of some mill owners for 
the loss of a quarter million tex- 
tile jobs in the last two years. 

In a report prepared for the 
Union’s sixth biennial convention 


opening today, the general officers 
and executive council said: 

“Employers were too intent on 
squeezing the last dollar out of 
a textile boom in 1948 to heed 
our warnings that excesive price 
and profit levels were an invita- 
tion to disaster

“By mid-1949, 250,000 textile 
workers were jobless and most of 
the million still employed were 
on short time—often as little as 
two or three days a week.” 


The report to the 2,000 delegates 
representing 400,000 CIO Union 
members said also that “New Eng- 
land suffered the most, since fine 
cuttons and woolen and worsted 
goods were hit hardest of all. In 
Lawrence, Masgs., alone, more than 
18,000 textile workers were un- 
employed last Summer; other New 
England textile centers were. in# 


The Textile Union officials said 
“the disadvantages experienced by 
New England in 1949 grew from 
ilis far deeper-rooted than a reces- 
sion brought on by the liquida- 
tion of inventories.” 


They aserted that “an earlier 
and more painful casualty was 
the spirit of enterprise,” adding: 

“The great accumulations of 
capital built up from gefierations 


merce are not being re-invested in 
New England business. Some are 
tucked away in trust funds, in: 
surance companies and other con- 
s2rvative depositories not available 
for venture capital. Others are 
used to finance new factories in 
the South and West.” 


The report continued that since 
the last convention two years ago, 
139 mills employing 32,000 work- 
ers have been completely liqui- 
dated and blamed the liquidations 
on “the nature of the product, the 
calibre of management and the 
condition of the machinery.”

KANSAS CITY—Circuit Judge

sary until Sept. 11, when the May | 


terms ends, 

Both Judge Cowan and Prosecu- 
tor Fox were reported to be study- 
ing with particular interest the 
recommendation which the Fed- 
eral Jury made to Federal Judge 
Richard M. Duncan that evidence 
of State-law violations uncovered 
in its eight months’ probe of the 
Kansas City area underworld be 
made available to a County Grand 
Jury. 

They indicated developments 
along this line might take the form 
of a petition by the incoming 
County Grand Jury in the Federal 
Court for permission to inspect 
Federal Grand Jury records. With 
Federal officials remaining silent, 
there was s lation in legal cir- 
cles over whether such a request 
could be lawfully granted. 

Testimony before a Federal 
Grand Jury is usually secret, ‘it 
was said, and intended only for 
the Grand Jury’s guidance in vot- 
ing indictments; however, the cur- 
rent Federal Jury in a 4,500-word 
interim report made public Sat- 
urday gave such a comprehensive 
summary of its work that most of 
its secrecy now has disappeared. 


The report went so far as to dis- 
close that Charles Gargotta, slain 
mobster had “squealed” in his 
testimony, giving names of his 
associates in various gambling en- 
terprises. If Gargotta and his Sem 
Charles Binaggio, Democratic boss, 
had not been murdered by gang- 
sters April 6, both would have 
been indicted, the jury said.

But let’s back up a minute before brag- 
ging too much about this 30 percent or so 
increase in the number of high school 
graduates. 

This year’s crop of seniors started to 
school in the first grade in 1939. 


Of those youngsters who so proudly 
carried their primers to school in the Fall 
of '39, only three out of 10 of the white 
children and less than one of 10 of the 
Negroes will get diplomas this Spring.

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Sad Tale of the Feather Merchants 


NEW YORK—When I wrote the first ticklish piece a couple of weeks ago 

about that tough old feather merchant, Uncle Sam, I only had his side of it. 

Now I am pleased to present the same story as seen by the gentlemen who made 

the horrid mistake of taking in Uncle as an associate in the feather business. 

: Such things shouldn’t happen to one of their Brazilian ducks. : 

Harold Pumpelly, a manganese miner, and John F. Fitzgerald, Jr., a distributor of street-cleaning 

equipment, were the unfortunate ones to admire in 1946 a magnificent flower (for use on a lady’s 
hat) as made of bird feathers for generations by the Tupi Indians of Brazil. 


The ladies here, they reasoned, would go for 
feather flowers if only they could be imported 
in sufficient quantity. The Export-Import Bank 
agreed, said the deal also would help out rela- 
tions with Brazil, and lent them $30,000 to get 
going. This was a sorry day. 


The feather impresarios acquired an agent in 
Brazil, plus 200 Indian women to make flowers 
of feathers from ducks, geese, peacocks and 
guinea hens. The first shipment arrived. « 


“We nearly had heart failure,” reported Fitz- 
gerald. “Those Indians had included feathers 
from perroquets and the Customs agents said 
these were verboten because they came from 
wild birds. They sat down and tore our bouquets 
apart, pulling out the wild feathers.” 


Fitzgerald cabled the Indians to stick to 
tame bird feathers exclusively. The second 
shipment arrived. The men said 
this was no good because each flower .bore 
a small sign in Portuguese, saying they were 
made in Brazil. The agents wanted these la- 
bels to be printed in English. Another cable 
went south. 7 


“And our man told us that the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment insisted the words be in Portuguese,” 
Fitzgerald continued. “We finally solved that 
one by having the labels in both languages.” 


The agents then complained about the green 
feathers, serving as the leaves for the flowers. 
Made of mustovy duck feathers. The Customs 
Bureau said muscovy ducks were wild birds. 
The feather agents had to prove that ducks with 
green feathers also were domesticated. Then 
they went to pay the duty. 

They called their flowers boutonniers, on

_ they got bored making flowers all alike. 


which the duty was 20 cents each, but the Gov- 
ernment said they were artificial flowers of 
feathers, taxable at 48 cents apiece. By now 
feathers were flying to New York af an ever- 
increasing rate; the partners paid the high duty, 
but also filed suit to collect the difference. That 
was two years ago, the Customs court still has 
handed down no decision and the Messrs. Pum- 
pelly and Fitzgerald have paid the Government 
$15,000 in customs fees. 

They still weren’t discouraged. One large 
millinery firm ordered up 10,000 white flow- 
ers with red centers, 5,000 pink and blue bouquets 
and 5,000 yellow flowers with feathery orange 
stamens, as per samples. The Indian flower- 
makers rebelled. They said they liked to make 
flowers, but these had to be assorted because 
That 
ruined the deal. By now it was 1949. Fitzger- 
ald and Pumpelly had 24,300 flowers, worth $5 
each retail, in stock in New York. 


The milliners decided simultaneously that 
flowers ‘Were out for female hats. Suddenly 
they preferred buttons, bows and artificial 
rutabagas. The bottom fell out of the arti- 
ficial flower business and no female would 
take a feather flower as a gift. 


The Export-Import Bank foreclosed. It now 
owns the feathers. It has appointed the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to liquidate ’em. 
The partners are trying to make a settlement 
with the Government. The flowers, which I have 
seen, are beautiful, but the business is at a 
standstill except for the wrapping of festoons 
of red tape by the Federal feather merchants 
around the stock.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico—Puerto Rico, in raising its own economy, may become far more impor- 
tant to mainland industry than as a $350,000,000 annual market for United States goods.

Costa Rica has followed suit, and several other 
countries, including Chile and Uruguay, have 
made such special concessions to United States 
capital as duty-free imports of manufacturing 
equipment and exemptions from taxes on vary-: 
ing percentages of profits. Most Latin-American 
nations’ rts far exceed the value of their 
exports and they can improve their economies 
and living standards by supplying a larger share 
of their own 

This, in turn, will make them better custom-

Of course the aim is not mere- 
ly to reach 100, tacking years 
onto old age—but to have a full, 
vigorous life, prolonging the ac- 
tive middle years.

to 70. Young old age begins at 70 
...- not until 95 does real old age 
set in. 


Early, middle age is the period 


from .40 fo 55,-and late middle 
age from 55 to 70. Science now 
holds out the promise that we 
can be young all through the 
middle years.
